A Plentitude of Deer and Moose 
in the Maine Woods. 


SPORTSMEN NOW FLOCKING THITHER. 


The law is now off; the signal has 
sounded the advent of October and 
thousands of sportsmen are planning 
and préparing for a tour in the Maine 
woods. 

Already the crack of the rifle has re- 
sounded and the chase is on; the fleet- 
footed deer and raging, snorting moose 
go crashing through the brush, disturbed 
by this sudden noise and unlooked for 
intrusion; startled ‘they are, but na- 
turally inquisitive they soon become the 
victims of the changed conditions which 
October brings in. 

In these dense forests where the only 
stir of life at this season is the drum of 
the partridge or, the fooifalls of the deni- 
zens Which: inhabit these jungles, the ar- 
dent sportsman now enters, the smoking 
camp-tire and occasional bang of the gun 
being thesenly tell-tale signs of his habi- 
tation. 

Arriving at his destination, wherever 
it may be, possibly a long ride in a ric- 
ketey buckboard over country roads to 
some Choice Camping spot.selected by an 
almost infallible guide; may be it is 
some distant island in an inland lake 
reached by a delightful paddle in the 
canoe; or perhaps it lies close to the 
railroad station, a registered camp or an 
up-to-date hotel, where the hunter is 
not obliged to rough it; it matters net, 
wherever his stopping place, the prep- 
arations are the same,—first a hearty 
meal and a good night’s rest. Awaken- 
ing in the morning in-the fresh October 
sunshine and the bracing atmosphere of 
the pine forests, the. hunter will feel 
equal for any task, and the search for 
big game is then on in earnest. 

If the quest is for deer, then a mistake 
caunot be made as to location, for deer 
in abundance can be found in any por- 
tion of. Maine. In that famous fishing 
section, the “Moosehead Lakes,” where 
the disciples of “Isaac Walton” love to 
gather, the nimrod will find an equal 
plentitude of deer, and the same in the 
Rangeley and Dead River regions. 

As'two deer are all. that anyone is al- 
Wwetrto carry out of “shot then the 


man who knows how_t& shoot at all is 
pretty sure-of his legal allotment. . 

. The moose hunter, however, requires 
just a littke-more patience, acertain sup- 
‘Plyof-skill and a-yeee?y- amount of cau- 
tion, and his efforts will be repaid with 
a thrilling and exciting—adventure; 
These animals, which in recent years 
have increased under the protection of 
the Maine game laws, now roam the 
northern portions of the State in large 
numbers, and in 1901 the Bangor & 
Aroostook Railroad shipped 259 moose 
over-its line; and this, together wity te 


large number which were killed for con- 


sumption in camp, and those that fell a 
prey to the hunter’s quarry in other por- 
tions of the State, gives. evidence of the 
plentitude of this specie of game. 


~—d}.you-desire.to.engage in moose lunt-. 


ing, the services of a trained guide are 
almost indispensable, for, although the 
Katahdin, Aroostook and Washington 
County sections of Maine are known to 
be good -moose-_territories, there are par- 
ticular romping places and feeding spots 
where they gather in large numbers, and 
these places are known only to the ex- 
perienced guide or woodsman. 

While the excitement of moose hunt- 


“ing is-generally-of-a-nature-to-please-the |. 


average sportsman, still the more zealous 
hunter can take a try at the. savage 
forms of forest quadrupeds if he desires 
to venture into the interior of the Pen- 
obscot and Washington County regions. 
Wild-cats and loup-cerviers are often en- 
countered, and many -a_ wild-cat’s hide 
from Maine finds its way annually to a 
New York or Boston market. 

The berry section and orchards around 
Washington County are oyer-run with 
bears, which at this season of.the year 
are fattening at the farmer’s expense in 
anticipation of the long winter’s seige; 
and the sportsman who brings his shot- 
gun will find awaiting him small game 


to suit the most fastidious taste,—rab-\ 


bits, squirrels, beaver, grouse, quail, 
partridge, ducks, pigeons, and a score of 
others. ‘ 

And, hold! Who knows but what 
“Diana’’ will favor you with the good 
fortune to-catch a glimpse of the giant 
of the “Pine Tree Forests,” the famous 
“White Moose,” which, according to the 
estimate of persons who have seen him, 
weighs 2,500 pounds and has antlers 
measuring twelve feet across. ‘This ani- 
mal has been seen several times in the 
past few years by guides and lumbermen. 
He first made his appearance in 183, 
and since then has been seen several 
times, each time in a different section 
of Maine. He is a rare prize and he has 
never been shot at with either camera 
or rifle. 

Even if you are not a sportsman, you 
will enjoy ,a trip in the wilds of Maine 
at this season of the year. The sharp 
and exhilarating ozone which permeates 
this region saturated with the fragrance 
of the pine and spruce will do much to 
invigorate and rejuvenate the worn body 
and tired mind. 

In a beautifully illustrated booklet 
called ‘*Fishing and Hunting,” published 
by the General Passenger Department, 
Boston & Maine Railroad, Boston, the 
game section of Maine is delightfully de- 
tailed and pictured. This book will be

It was voted to merge the movement 
started by Rev. Fr.

Annual Meeting of Andover Guild 
Tuesday Ends Another Year’s Work. 


The annual meeting of the Guild 
hela at the Guild) House last Tuesday 
evening. ‘The report of the ‘Treasurer 
showed that the total receipts for the 
year had been’ $1307.76, the. total ex- 
penses $1261.19, and the property of the 
Guild amounted to $4420.21. The Sup-

erintendent reported that 16 families 
had been helped in illness, or with food, 
clothing or fuel. The Emergency closet, 
established several years ago, has been 
of great use. This contains partly worn 
sheets and towels, with old linen and 
cotton, to be given away in cases of 
ilIness, and rubber sheets, bei rest, 
crutches, easy chairs, a wheel chair, ete, 
tobe loaned. Liberal donations of gar- 
ments and some furniture have been re- 
ceived, and have supplied gifts to sales. 
The Guild has met half the. expense of 
treatment of a child at the Children’s 
Hospital, andis supplying nourishment 
and comforts for the serious illness of a 
child in town. A widow with three 
children, coming to town from a foreign 
country, was helped to establish house- 
keeping, She is now comfortably 


settled, ~with--all-the-members of the 
family at work. 

The report of- the Summer school 
showed that the school had been in 


session from July 15th to August 22nd, 
that its membership{had been limited to 
boys. between 8 and 14 years of age, that 
the enrollment had been 51, andthat the 
course had, as last year, consisted of in- 
struction in Sloyd, printing, nature 
study, music, swimming, basket work 
and raftia weaving. John C. Angus 
of Andover was the head of the school 
and instructor in printing; Leland 
Griggs of Hanover, N. H., the instructor 
in nature study and “swimming ; Edward 
Ilali of Andover gave instruction in 
Sloyd, John Nolan of Andover in music, 
Miss Ruth Partridge of Hamilton, N. Y., 
in primary branches, with Miss Jean 
Piddington of Andover as assistant. In 
the study of nature the pupils were 
taught the names and habits of local 
beetles and _ fishes 
and an interesting collection~ was made 
The printing’ class.-pre- 
pared and issttett-a school paper, which 
had eight pages, instéad” of four, as last 
year, and many local advertisements. 
The entire book, including soliciting

Comitg here soon-after-the 
destruction of our chureh, he was con- 
fronted with the task of completing this 
beautiful edifice. In’ this undertaking 
he was successful. His efforts have not 
been confined to the financial interests 
of the. parish. Our spiritual welfare

has not been neglected. This is shown 
by the flourishing condition of our 
Sund@ay school, {which was never of a 


higher standard. In all the societies he 
has taken a deep interest. He recently 
organized a temperance society known 
as the Y. M. C. 'T. A., which bids fair to 
become a permanent fixture and will be 
of great value to the young men of the 
town. Whileall have reason to regret 
his departure, no one has greater reason 
for their sorrow than the poor of the 
town for his efforts to relieve suffering 
and want were not confined to his 
parish alone. The full extent .of his 
eharity is unknown, 

“In bidding you adieu we have no 
misgivings as to the future, We feel 
assured that you will show all the zeal 
and good judgment in your new field of 
labor that has characterized your. work 
while amongst us, and as we watch 
your work from afar we shall pray that 
your mission will,be a grand success.” 

Rev. Frederic Palmer of Christ church, 
was next called upon to speak as a rep- 
resentative of the Protestant churches. 
Rev. Mr, Palmer said that he wondered 
somewhat to see himself present. He 
thanked the people of St. Augustine’s 
church for their courtesy to the Protes- 
tants of Andover. He said he supposed 
he had been chosen to speak mainly be- 
cause he was the dean of the Andover 
pastors.

I believe we 
gain in this way a deeper recognition of 
the brotherhood of man and union in 
Christ. But we come here to sorrow 
also. The relation between pastor and 
people is one that cannot be dissolved 
by any payment.

Our 
trusted and. efficient superintendent, 
Miss Florence E. Redwood, has‘ re- 
signed her roasition with us, to fill a 
daughter's place in the home of her 
Parents. For five years she has cared 
faithfullv for our institution, and the 
present condition of the hospital shows 
that she understands her business, for 
she has brought the whole work up to 
a standard never before realized. 

Her successor is Miss M. E. Barr of 
Manchester, N, H. 

The past two or three years have 
caused us to realize the kindness and 
generosity of many, toward the Law- 
rence General hospital. We are met 
many times with the following remark, 
“You are building so largely that it 
must be that you do not need any more 
help."

you have always been held by them. 
That respect will never. decr ase, and 
when you return to us again diay God 
grant it may be in full health and 
strength to receive from us, your spirit- 
ual children in Andover, Ballarvale and 
Wilmington, a hearty loved Ceade Mille 
Failthe.”’ 

In response to Dr. Conroy, Fr. O’Ma- 
honey said in part: ‘My dear friends 
and brethren, it is hard for me to re- 
spond tonight to those beautiful words 
that have been said -in regard to me, 


‘there are so many feelings welling up in 


my soul. First, I want to thank all the 
people here tonight and others not pres- 
ent of Andover, Ballardvale and -Wil- 
mingrton. I also want to thank the non- 
Catholics here. I thank the parish. of 
course, and cannot say anything but that 
I am grateful. 

“IT want to say something more about 
the non-Catholics. It has been a pleas- 
ure tO meet the clergymen and profes- 
sors and to have a little tilt with them. 
To be & good Catholic means to love all 
the human race. I will say candidly 
that Ij am Catholic to the core, and if 
any thing, a rather aggressive Catholic.” 
After alluding to St. Augustine’s teach- 
ings, he said, “I hope that it is as a fol- 
lower of St. Augustine that Iam taking 
this journey and I am glad as long 
asl am leaving my country that I am- 
going to live among the Spaniards. I[ 
have always had a love for Spain. How- 
eyer, during the Spanish war I was in 
my small way as strong a supporter of 
my county as anybody. I shall be glad 
to live with Spanish monks. I-do not 
believe the calumny about them. There 
may be some bad monks—they are men, 
not angels—but as a class they are good 
men, and are doing good work. 

“I believe that I shall find them to be 
of the same class as the men of the Au- 
gustinian order in America, probably 
having more theology and living a 
stricter life. As a stuident, I read with 
admiration of the young- men who went 
from Spain to the Philippines, then al- 
most a wilderness, and read of the good 
they did the people there;~éducating 
them and converting them. | iittle re- 
alized that the time would come when I 
should start out on a similar mission. 

“Only two of us are going at present. 
We, of course, can’t do much, but we 
can make a beginning. We don’t know 
their language, but our superiors say 
there is need of English-speaking priests 
there, and we hope to accomplish much. 

“We go on a purely religious mission, 
not a political one. TF volunteered to go 
because I considered it my duty. I go 
to fight for the liberty of truth. Iam 
glad. Fr. Locke will be here. I want you 
to remain true to your faith. The feel- 
ing you have shown to me has been so 
strong, so generdus, so sincere that it is 
impossible for me to express:my thanks. 
You have shown your appreciation and 
affection and | thank you.”
